President S. G. Adams stated it was 
too early to make any prediction of the plans 
ol the Business Men's Racing Association, as 
Mobile was delicately, if not precariously, sit- 
uated on the racing map during the winter 
racing season ami it was hardly possible any 
large outlay for the construction of a mile 
track would prove profitable. Mobile on!, 
having the choice of dates previous to the 
opening or closing at New Orleans, which 
would not be of a longer duration than 
twenty-five or thirty days each year. 

"If we do not move into a bigger plant." 
said Mr. Adams, "numerous improvements 
will be made at the Fair Grounds before the 
next meeting. Further than that 1 have noth- 
ing more to say." 

I>. S. Jones’ eight-year-old chestnut Magi- 
cian, by Salvation — Illusion, has been the 
bright racing "star” of the first live days of 
the meeting, winning three races in as many 
starts. Magician appears to thrive with his 
work. Saturday’s victory over the best op- 
position that coud be mustered against him 
being the most impressive.

Magician has been a revelation in making 
the short turns of a half-mile course. When 
in command he takes the rail position and 
never gets far enough away from the fence 
to permit one of his opponents to slip | 
through and snatch tiie purse from him. Kx- 
perience on short tracks in Canada probably 
has something to do with this. 

Through the success of Magician. S. Jones 
leads the winning owners to date with $1,S00. 
W. D. lternhardt is second with 11.350, G. 
llrumheller. $1,050, and .!. T. Looney, $850. are 
next in the list. E. Martin and G. Mangan 
are tied for first honors among the jockeys, 
both having scored five winning mounts. 

K T. Moore witli four and X. Burger and 
J. Bell with three victories to their credit 
follow. F. l>oyle heads the trainers, having 
saddled four winners. 

William Snyder, who will be replaced to- 
morrow as the starter by William Hamilton, 
dispatched the fields with promptness and 
precision. Snyder will aid Hamilton in his 
work during the remainder of the meeting 
and renew his work in the starter's box at 
Lexington, Ky.

Wednesday has been designated as charity 
day, when the net proceeds will be given to 
local charitable institutions. Thursday or 
Friday disabled veterans of the world war 
will be guests of the association.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 25. — There seems 
to be an impression that because of the pros- 
pects of an unusually large field of starters 
in the Kentucky Derby, to be run on Satur- 
day. May 19, the Kentueky Jockey Club man- 
agement may split the field and have two 
races. It is evident that makers of future 
books on the Derby in various cities of the 
country are responsible for this report. Some 
of them have gone so far as to write on their 
tickets that all bets will be off In the event 
the race is split and others provide that onI> 
one-half the odds will be given In such a case. 

In discussing the matter today Colonel 
M. J. Winn, general manager of the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club, said : 

"There is no foundation for this rumor that 
the Derby race would be split in the event 
that a large field goes to the post. Posi- 
tively, there will be only one Derby contest 
and that will be at Churchill Downs on May 
19. While I am confident that there will be 
at least twenty horses to go to the post, 1 
have made every arrangement to accommo- 
date the largest field that has started for 
any stake in this country for many years. 

“In former years the Derby was started 
at the three-quarters post around the turn 
and horsemen found objection to this be- 
cause those horses nearest the tail ran the 
risk of being cut off when the field swung 
into the stretch. I have moved the judges’ 
stand and the finish line 155 feet beyond 
the former finishing post. This will bring 
the start on the straightaway and the horses 
in the Derby field will have a full quarter of a 
mile in which to take the r positions before 
they reach their first turn. 

“I have widened the track at the head cf 
the stretch until it is over 100 feet in the 
clear and this will accommodate thirty-five 
horses and, of course, that Is more than 
there is any possibility of facing the flag. 
While there is every evidence or a record- 
breaking list of entries, the owners of Derby- 
horses can feel assured that the changes in 
the starting post and the widening of the 
Churchill Downs track will insure a fair get- 
away for every starter.” 

VIOLONCELLO’S FINE RECORD 



English-Bred Horse Goes Lame 
After Series of Notable Tri- 
umphs on Australian Turf. 



Violoncello, Sir Samuel Hordern’s colt, re- 
cently completed at the Melbourne, Australia, 
meeting a record that lias never been eclipsed 
in the history of the Australian turf. 11c 
met and defeated practically all the best 
horses in the commonwealth. Unfortunately, 
after his last race. Violoncello met with a 
mishap to a hind leg and in consequence has 
been retired to the stud. 

The colt began by running a close fourth 
in the Caulfield Cup, £6.500, carrying top 
weight of 133 pounds. A week later, at Moone 
Valley, near Melbourne, he won the W. K. 
Cox Plate of £1.000. the distance being nine 
and a half furlongs. Tiiere were fourteen 
runners and the son of Valens won by a 
length and a half. 

Violoncello then went on to Caulfield, where 
be won three times and was unbeaten. In 
the weight-for-age Cantala Stakes of 2,000 
sovereigns added. Sir Samuel’s colt defeated 
fifteen others with ease by three lengths, 
again shouldering 133 pounds, top weight. On 
the third day in the Linlithgow Stakes of 
1,300 sovereigns, the distance again being a 
mile, he won with ease by four lengths in 
1 -.38. 

Oti the last day of the Melbourne meeting 
Violoncello competed in the historic Fisher 
Plate, another weight-for-age event at two 
and one-half miles, in which four started. 
Violoncello carried 131 pounds, giving a way- 
weight to the others, took the lead below 
the distance and won by a neck. 

The colt was bred in England by the late 
L. de Rothschild.

MOBILE BETTING IS LAWFUL 



Judge Clark Upholds His Decision 
of Last Year in a Sim- 
ilar Case. 



MOBILE, Ala., March 25. — The sections of 
the state code under which twenty-two men 
were arrested at the Fair Grounds here, 
charged with violation of sections 7000 and 
7003, which prohibits the selling of pools or 
making or taking a wager upon a prize light, 
drill, baseball, or other contests, were 
promptly discharged Saturday morning by- 
judge Norborae N. Clark in the inferior 
criminal court. 

Judge Clark, in making his decision, handed 
down the following opinion: 

“When charges were made before me last 
year against bookmakers for taking bets on 
horse races, I went into the question as to 
whether the offense was within the prohibi- I 
tion of section 7000 cf the code of Alabama. ; 
as amended September 30 , 1919, and was of 
the opinion then the offense as set forth in | 
agreed statemi nt of facts was not within 
the prohibition of said act. 

“I have again reviewed the acts and de- 
cisions of our supreme court and iny opinion 
lias not changed. 

"Section 7000 cf the code title is ‘selling, 
pools on events outside the state.' the title of 
the act amendatory thereof is ’selling pools, or ! 
making or taking a wager upon a prize tight, i 
drill, baseball or other contest.’ The amend- 
atory act therefor*- seems to he an enlarge- | 
inent of the subject set fortli in section 7000 , 
of the code. 

"My opinion that the amendatory act has 
reference to direct wagers on prize fights, 
drills or baseball contests, and is only ap- j 
plicable to wagers on horse racing where | 
wagers are through the medium of agents. ' 



J. Alfred Clark Captures Long- 
Distance Feature — Cromwell 
Wins Final Race by Inches. 



HAVANA, Tuba, March 25. — The ninth an- 
nual winter meeting of the Gubar American 
Jockey and Auto Club came to a glorious end 
today at Oriental Park with one of the larg- 
est crowds ever seen at the beautiful Mari- 
anao course in attendance. 

For the farewell attraction of the 101 days’ 
meeting racing secretary Martin Nathanson 
offered the Oriental Cup, at the unusual 
distance of two and one-sixteenth miles- 
Long-distance racing always meets with pub- 
lic favor and this contest, despite the medio- 
cre field that contested, was no exception. 

Seven horses faced starter Milton and they 
furnished an interesting contest, with a spec- 
tacular finish, the winner turning up in J. 
Alfred Clark, second choice in the betting, 
the favorite, Jno. R. Roche, finishing third, 
while Yankee Boy separated the pair. 

Jno. It. Roche went to the front immed- 
iately and set the pace for the greater part 
of the race .with J. Alfred Cark and Yankee 
Boy in closest pursuit. There was no change 
in positions until the final eighth was 
reached, where both, J. Alfred Clark and 
Yankee Boy challenged, and after the pace- 
maker gave way, fought it out stride for 
stride. It was a beautiful finish and a befit- 
ting climax to a splendid contest, but not 
until the last stride did J. Alfred Cark fin- 
ally- get bis head in front to earn the decis- 
ion. to the cheers of the big gathering, who 
seemed particularly pleased over witnessing a 
race at such a long distnee. 

CHIEF SPONSOR FAILS. 

Chief Sponsor, one of the heroes of the 
meeting, met defeat in the sixth race at one 
mile, falling a victim to the speed anil stam- 
ina of Tiie Roll Call, which was the odds-on 
choice and made good in decisive fashion. 

The honor of winning the last race of the 
meeting fell to the veteran Cromwell, hut 
only after a bitter struggle in which he out- 
lasted War Idol by a bead, the latter having 
but a neck advantage over De Bonero. 

Salvo outclassed the others in the first 
race and made a show of his opponents. As- 
suming an easy lead in the first eighth, lie 
kept increasing his advantage until he had 
a six lengths lead over Two Eyes. The lat- 
ter was runner-up throughout, but tired at 
the finish. Two Eyes had to be hard ridden 
to beat Humpy by a neck. Polar Cub pulled 
up lame. 

The second and third races resulted in 
spirited finishes, the winners scoring by 
small margins in the final strides. First Pul- 
let won the second. Close up from the start 
he raced into the lead on the far turn, but 
tired near the end and had to be hard ridden 
to hold Kathleen K. safe. Only a head 
separated the two as they dashed past the 
winning line. In the following race it was 
Edith K. till the way, but she, like First Pul- 
let, tired in the last eighth and barely lasted 
to secure a neck decision over Johnny O’Con- 
nell. The latter was gaining with every 
stride. 

RETURNS TO NEW YORK. 

Thomas Lynch, the well-known turf cor- 
respondent. who has been compiling the form 
charts at Oriental Park each year since rac- 
ing was established in Cuba, will leave for 
New York, accompanied by Mrs. Lynch, on 
Monday morning. Roy Dillard, director of 
the pari-mutuel department here, has ar 
ranged to leave on Wednesday for Ho 
Springs, Ark. 

<’. J. Nelson, who has charge of the instal 
lation of the pari-mutuel machines, leaves on 
Wednesday, for Huntington, W. Ya. 

General manager Frank J. Bruen was un- 
able to witness the closing day's races on ac- 
count of slight illness. He was at the track 
for a short time during the forenoon to trans- 
act some important business, but was com- 
pelled to return to his home at Marianao. 

Jockey Lancet had a lucky escape from 
possible death or serious injury, when he fell 
from Whippoorwill while rounding the first 
turn during the running of the second race. 
One of the oncoming horses stepped on the 
prostrate rider's fare, inflicting an ugly look- 
ing cut on the jaw, but fortunately no bones 
were broken. 

Jockey Corey was restored to good stand- 
ing and bad the mount on Polar Cub in the 
first race.

Westchester Steeplechase 
Stakes to Close. 

Eastern Hunt Club Racing. 
Hunting Eugene Wayland's 
Successor. 



The various steeplechase stakes that will 
be offered by the Westchester Racing Asso- 
ciation at Belmont Park are to close Mon- 
day with A. McL. Earloeker. The list com- 
prises the Charles L. Appleton Memorial Cup; 
Grand National; International; Meadowbrook 
and the Brook Cup. With the exception of 
the Brook Cup, which is a fall feature, each 
of these offerings is for the spring meeting, 
which begins May 24 and continues until 
June 14. 

The recent addition of the Charles L. Ap- 
pleton Memorial Cup is most important to 
crosscountry racing about New York. This 
race was framed as a testimonial to a ster- 
ling young sportsman, whose unfortunate tak- 
ing off was a direct result of injuries he re- 
ceived during the war, in which he displayed 
conspicuous bravery. 

The idea of the race was a novel one and 
of its guaranteed value of $10,000, just half 
the amount is contributed by friends of the 
late soldier and sportsman. This fund was 
a tribute to his untiring efforts in behalf of 
steeplechasing and the turf in general. The 
Westchester Racing Association complete the 
guarantee and the Greentree Stable, with which 
Mr. Appleton was associated, presents a chal- 
lenge cup that is the property of the winner 
for a year, while a replica of the cup be 
com°s the absolute property of each winner. 



N. J. ; Peapack, N. J. ; Phoenixvillc, Pa., and 
Meadowbrook, L. I. In addition to these is 
the two days’ meeting of the United Hnnts 
Racing Association, which precedes the open- 
ing of flat racing in New York. 

Of these meetings the longest meeting is at 
Freehold, N. J., where the dates provide for 
five days of racing. This track is well able 
to conduct a meeting of that length of time 
and, situated as it is, midway between New 
York and Atlantic City, it has an ideal lo- 
cation to attract owners from all sections be- 
tween Philadelphia and New York. 

Other dates will be announced later and it 
is assured that the hunt meetings for 1923 
will be more numerous and better than in 
recent years. 

Willis Sharpe Kilmer has announced that 
he will make no selection of trainer to suc- 
ceed the late Eugene Wayland until April 1. 
Mr. Kilmer is naturally desirous of using 
every care in his selection of a trainer. With 
William Shields in his service, it does not 
mean that the stable is without a capable 
man in charge until the selection is made. 

Shields campaigned a considerable string of 
the Kilmer horses at New Orleans, together 
with those he had for J. L. Holland, and met 
with a full share of success. Shields had been 
engaged to take over a part of the stable, which 
was growing to proportions that made it too 
much of a job for one man. It is natural 
there should be many applicants for the posi- 
tion made vacant by the death of Eugene 
Wayland. What trainer would not strive for 
employment in charge of a racing string with 
a Sally’s Alley and an Exterminator at its 
head, to say nothing of Sunference and the 
many other good ones? Few owners have 
brighter 1923 prospects than Mr. Kilmer and 
it is natural that he should use exceeding care 
in making his selection of the man who is to 
fill Wayland’s shoes. 

Entry blanks are out for the Maryland Hunt 
Cup Steeplechase, which is to be run April 28. 
This old sporting event — the 1923 renewal 
will be its thirtieth running — will be over a 
flagged course on the estates of Messrs. Ileiser 
and Fenwick in Worthington Valley, near Bal- 
timore. There is no second prize or money in 
this old fixture and it is strictly for gentle- 
men riders. The entry fee is ten dollars and 
the nominations are to close Thursday, April 
19. with Horatio L. Whitridge at Baltimore. 
There are few sporting events of a like in- 
terest in this country and each year the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup has brought to the post a 
truly notable number of both horses and 
riders.
